About 30 which were then on 
order passed into service last year, 
and many more have doubtless been

Recent unofficial estimates suggest 
that the maximum number of U- 
boats likely to be in service this 
spring 1s 150, of which not more than 
50 may be expected to be operating 
on the shipping, routes at one time. 
Apart from o regular system of re- 
Nefs, a certain number of submarines 
must always be kept in reserve for 
training purposes and to replace the 
inevitable casualtics. 

-It Js known that during the Jast 
war the total number of submarines 
ordered by the German Admiralty 
from August, 1914, to September, 
1918, was 765, Of these, 450 had not 
been delivered up to the time of the 
Armistice; the majority, indeed, were 
never finished.
